The R. E. Grand Commander then read his Annual Address, as 
follows : 

Sib Knights of thk Grand Commandery: 

By the blessings of Divine Providence, we are again permitted to 
assemble around our Knightly Altar, to deliberate upon the past and 
legislate for the future. 

It is therefore meet and becoming for us, as members of a Society 
which is founded upon the Christian religion, and which inculcates the 
practice of the Christian virtues, to return our thanks to the Giver of 
all good, who has vouchsafed to us this privilege. And let us, around 
this Sacred Altar, renew our vows as Christian Knights and Masons, 
and apply ourselves to our labors with an eye single to the welfare of 
our beloved Order, and the duties here intrusted to us. 

During the past year, Death has entered our mystic circle, and taken 
one whose familiar face will be greatly missed by all who have annually 
met here in Grand Conclave. E. Sir Charles D. Howard, our Past 
Grand Captain of the Guards, full of years and honors, has left us for a 
brighter and better world, his death occurring soon after the close of 
the Grand Commandery. As a tribute to his memory, I recommend a 
page in the proceedings of our Grand Commandery be appropriated to 
record his decease. So far as I am aware, peace and harmony prevails 
throughout our jurisdiction, and I am pleased to inform you that the 
Orders of Christian Knighthood are flourishing, and that there has been 
no time during the existence of this Grand Commandery when it was 
in so prosperous a condition as at the present. 

At our last Annual Conclave, charters were granted for three Com- 
manderies, at Ann Arbor, Fenton and Flint. On the 27th of June, I 
constituted Genesee Valley Commandery, No. 15, in the city of Flint, 
and installed its officers. July 7th, I constituted Ann Arbor Commandery, 
No. 13, in the city of Ann Arbor, and installed its officers; and on the 
18th December, I constituted Fenton Commandery, No. 14, in the city 
of Fenton, and installed its officers, assisted in each case by the many 
Sir Knights of Detroit Commandery, No. 1. 

I have received the proceedings of the Grand Commanderies from 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Indiana, 
Connecticut, Tennessee, Maine, Kentucky, Louisiana and Virginia. 

I attended the Sixteenth Triennial Session of the Grand Encampment 
of Knights Templar for the United States, held in the city of Columbus, 
Ohio, the 5th September last. Seventeen Giand Commanderies were 
represented, and five Subordinate Commanderies, holding their charters 
direct from the Grand Encampment, were represented. Sir B. B. French, 
Most Eminent Grand Master, presiding ; E. Sir John Clark, P. G. C. ; 
E. Sir Benj. Porter, P. G. C. Sir A. B. Cudworth, of Pontiac, Sir 
E. Sprague, of Battle Creek, and Sir John P. Fiske, of Detroit, were 
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also present. There were amendments to the Constitution of the Grand 
Encampment proposed for their action at the next Triennial Session, 
which may -be worthy of your future attention. Also, the rule of 
succession in conferring the orders of Knighthood was restored, as 
follows : 1. Knight of the Red Cross. 2. Knights Templar and Knight 
of Malta. The drill of Sir Orrin Welch, of New York, was approved 
by the Grand Encampment Sir Henry L. Palmer, of Milwaukee, 
Wis., was elected and installed Most Eminent Grand Master. 

In comparing the Ritual used in our jurisdiction, I find it, with a 
few exceptions and omissions, to be the same as that generally used 
throughout the jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment. I therefore 
recommend a committee be appointed to correct and perfect our Ritual, 
and report during this present session. 

Sir Knights: As we proceed with our labors, let us for one moment 
call our attention to the condition of our Order without our own juris- 
diction, especially in the South. The smoldering embers upon the altar 
of Masonic Knighthood, in many of the jurisdictions, will need our 
kindly care, to enkindle once more the flame of fraternal love. Let us 
remember, then, that it becomes us, as members of an institution founded 
on the Christian religion and the practice of the Christian virtues, to 
extend to them that glorious attribute of Deity — mercy— that our beloved 
institution in the South may arise again in beauty and strength; that 
we may again become one inseparable fraternity, knowing no North, no 
South, no East, no West. 

On motion, the Address was referred to a committee of three to 
apportion, consisting of Sir Knights Porter, Darrow and C. J. Kruger. 

The Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder presented their annual 
reports, which were referred to the Committee on Finance.

Sir Knights G. B. Noble and Bourke, a special committee appointed 
at the last regular Conclave of this Grand Commandery to investigate 
and report on the case of Dr. Hewitt, respectfully report that they find 
from the records of Detroit Commandery, No. 1, that Dr. Hewitt was 
expelled from that body, and his name stricken from their rolls, and 
that while under such sentence he possesses no rights as a Knight 
Templar in this Grand Commandery.

Your Committee on Finance, to whom was referred the reports of 
the Grand Recorder and Grand Treasurer, have examined the same, and 
find them correct, showing a balance in hands of the Grand Treasurer 
of $521.16, and a balance due the Grand Recorder of $180.05, and would 
recommend a warrant be drawn on the Grand Treasurer for amount 
due Grand Recorder.

The officers elect were then duly installed by the R E. Past Grand 
Commander. 

On motion of Sir Knight Mitchell, it was 

Resolved , That delegates be paid three dollars per diem, and ten cents 
mileage one way, for this session of the Grand Commandery. 

The Committee on Grievances made the following report: 

Your committee, to whom was referred the matter of appeal of Sir 
Knight A. McElcheran from the decision of the E. C. of Ann Arbor 
Commandery, No. 13, K. T., touching his right to membership in the 
same, have given the matter a careful consideration, and would make 
the following report: 

Your committee find, on investigation, that the appellant was one of 
the petitioners for a dispensation for a Commandery at Ann Arbor; 
that a dispensation was granted to the petitioners; that said appellant 
was appointed one of the officers of the Commandery, under dispensation, 
and returned as one of its members. After the charter was issued by 
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this Grand Body at its last session, and the Commandeiy duly instituted, 
he was regularly elected and installed as one of its officers. 

We find, further, that he was not, by the E. C. of Jackson Com- 
mandery, in which he was knighted, considered a member after having 
signed the petition for the Ann Arbor Commandery, and the prayer of 
said petitioners having been granted; neither can he be coiAidered as 
in full membership in Ann Arbor Commandery until he signs their 
by-laws; but the said Ann Arbor Commandery, having by its returns, 
its election and installation as an officer, treated him as a member, we 
believe the Sir Knight properly belongs to that Commandery, and should 
be permitted to sign their by-laws, and be in full membership in the 
same. We would therefore present the following resolution, and ask to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the subject: 

Resolved , That this Grand Body deem Sir Knight A. McElcheran a 
member of Ann Arbor Commandery, No. 18, and that he should be 
permitted to sign the by-laws of said Commandery.

The special committee to whom the subject of the death of Sir Knight 
C. D. Howard was referred, made the following report: 

To the R. E. Grand Commandery qf Knights Templar of the State of Michigan : 

Your committee, to whom was referred so much of the R. E. Grand 
Commander’s Address as relates to the decease of our worthy brother, 
Sir Knight C. D. Howard, would respectfully report, that he was bom 
in Vermont, and made a Mason there. That he moved from there and 
settled in Michigan at an early day, in Pontiac. He was seventy-two 
years old when he died. Came from there to Detroit about the year 
1880, and when the flood of anti-Masonry, in 1828, was at its full heighth, 
Sir Knight Howard on no occasion ever denounced the principles, as 
being a true and upright Mason. In the summer of 1865 he died of 
mature age, having been a faithful guardian of the outer door of our 
Sanctuary almost from the first of Knights Templar in the State. We 
deplore his loss, with the full conviction that he has gone to that 
Celestial Encampment above, where no discord can ever arise; where 
all is eternal bliss and happiness, at the right hand of our blessed 
Emanuel above. We therefore report the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That in the decease of Sir Knight Howard we have lost a 
true and courteous Sir Knight of no ordinaiy standing to this Grand 
Body, and we would tender our heartfelt sympathies to the widow and 
relatives of the deceased. 
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Resolved , That a copy of this preamble and resolutions be presented 
to the widow by the Grand Recorder, under the seal of this Grand 
Commandery, and that a page, in memoriam, in our proceedings, be 
inscribed with his name.

The Committee on Work recommended that military form of salute 
be adopted by this Grand Commandery, which was accepted. 

On motion of Sir Knight John Clark, the whole subject of Work 
and Ritual was referred to a committee consisting of the R. E. Grand 
Commander, Sir Knights Dart, L. C. Starkey and Benj. Porter, to 
report at next annual meeting. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence presented the following 
report, which was ordered published with the proceedings: 

Report of Committee on Foreign Correspondence. 

Your Committee on Correspondence would report that proceedings of 
the following State Grand Commanderies have been received for 1865, 
viz: Maine, Kentucky, Connecticut, Vermont, Massachusetts, Louisiana, 
Rhode Island, Illinois, Indiana and Tennessee. 

Your committee would, under more favorable circumstances, desire to 
make copious extracts from the proceedings of those several States, but 
at present would not be justified in incurring the necessary expense of 
printing. They cordially and truly rejoice at the evidences of unexam- 
pled prosperity pervading the different jurisdictions. The Christian and 
Masonic spirit pervading every page of their proceedings, evidence that 
the cement which binds us into one sacred band of friends and brothers, 
has not been affected by strife of contending elements, and the Cross on 
which we found our faith points to higher and nobler objects, and aims 
at the consummation of all our trust — eternal rest after the warfare of 
life is over, where strife and discord shall no more be heard, but all the 
soul shall experience be perfect peace, and love divine shall ennoble 
every heart, hallelujahs exalted employ every tongue. 
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MAINE. 

This Commandery met in Portland, 2d May, 1865, and elected Sir 
Timothy J. Murray Grand Commander, and Ira Berry Grand Recorder 
for the ensuing year. Seven Commanderies represented. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Assembled at Hartford, 11th May, 1865, and elected Frederick J. 
Calhoun Grand Commander, and E. G. Storer Grand Recorder. Six 
Commanderies represented. 


VERMONT. 

Convened in Burlington, 10th January, 1865, and elected George M. 
Hall Grand Commander, and John P. Hollenbeck Grand Recorder. 
Four Commanderies represented. 

TENNESSEE. 

We received a pamphlet containing proceedings for 1861 and 188tf* r 
this Grand Body. The perusal of some resolutions therein contained, 
a reflection of the many incidents, and full and melancholy historic 
page written indelibly on the tablets of our country’s record during the 
interval, conjure up recollections over which we would willingly throw 
the broad mantle of Masonic charity, and we now cheerfully extend the 
large right hand of brotherhood, and hail and welcome our chivalric 
sister. 

At the convention in October, 1865, Sir Algernon S. Underwood, 
of Yorkville, was elected Grand Commander, and Sir Chas. A. Fuller 
Grand Recorder. Four Commanderies represented. 

INDIANA. 

Met in convention at Indianapolis on 4th April, 1865, and elected Sir 
William Hacker Grand Commander, and E. Francis King Grand 
Recorder. Six Subordinates represented. 

ILLINOIS. 

Met in conclave on 23d October, 1865, at Chicago, and elected Sir 
Henry Collins Ramsey Grand Commander, and Sir James Hoge 
Miles Grand Recorder. Twelve Commanderies represented. 

MASSACHUSETTS AND RHODE ISLAND. 

Present their proceedings for year ending with the Annual Assembly 
held in Boston on 27th October, 1865, when Sir Charles H. Titus was 
elected Grand Master, and Sir Solon Thornton Grand Recorder.
